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KANSAS CITY (AP) — Pa 
tro ns o f the Inter City Bus 
Lines had a lo ng wait fo r 
serv ice in 1 3-deg ree weather 
to day . 
And, if they were late for work , 
it \^as because the company]s 
buses weren’t operating on their 
usual runs between Kansas City 
and suburban points in Johnson 
County, Kan. 
Drivers reported they showed 
up for work this morning to find 
the buses gone and office equip­ 
ment missing. 
“There were no desk s and no 
filing cabines,” said Jim Plim- 
mer of Kansas City, one of the 
drivers. “Even the safe was miss 
ing. 
“We had no warning, no no 
lice.” 
Glenn Watson, who has operat­ 
ed the line several years, could 
not 
be 
reached 
for comment. 
Watson also operates bus lines at 
Jefferson City and Columbia. Mo. 
He 
formerly operated the Se 
dalia. Mo., city line. 
Sedalians ex perienced the same 
treatment by Glenn Watson on 
June 25. 1953, when he moved out 
during the wee hours of the morn 
ing. between 12:30 and 5:30 a.m. 
Watson had bought the buses 
from Olin and Marvin Howard and 
had operated them from Novem 
bcr, 19 52, until he left Sedalia. At 
that time, Watson moved some 
equipment which was later re 
covered by the Howard brothers 
who brought it back and put it 
into operation for a time. 
Harry Goldberg was manager ol 
the bus company in Sedalia at that 
time, and the move was made by 
Watson and a crew from Colum­ 
bia without the k nowledge of Gold 
berg or the drivers who were 
work ing. Local employees ex peri­ 
enced similar treatment in Sedalia 
that those in Johnson County, Kan. 
ex perienced. 
Several suits were filed for sal 
aries by the Teamsters Union and 
drivers of the local company short­ 
ly ater W’atson disappeared. 
It was reported at the time Wat­ 
son departed Sedalia, he took with 
him five buses and one Ford 
Yellow Cab. 
But the Howard Brothers re­ 
sumed the bus lines temporarily 
after buses which had been left 
were put in running order by 
mechanics. 
An employe of the Columbia of­ 
fice said he was not ex pected 
there today. 
Plimmer said Inter City has 
six drivers and two mechanics. It 
operated six busses on its route 
from 
Kan.sas 
City to 
Mission 
Overland P a r k and Shawnee 
Kan. 
“Most of us have three week ’s 
pay 
coming,” 
Plimmer 
added 
“Some are four week s behind, 
k now 
they 
couldn’t 
meet 
penscs.” 
He said the management is

payments from time to time un 
til the check amounts were paic 
out 
and

“We’d get a little bit of cash 
every day unless they had to pay

Harris told a reporter Schwartz 
may have violated a law when he 
removed w'hat he called “person­ 
al work ing files” from the com- 
nfiittee’s 
offices 
after

charge Monday. 
The files were delivered by 
Schwartz to Sen. Morse (D-Ore) 
who returned them to Harris at 
Harris’ request. 
Harris said the files were offi­ 
cial files and were the property 
of the committee. He said some 
committee members 
also 
have 
raised the question of whether 
Schwartz could be cited by the 
House for contempt. 
Harris cited a law which pro­ 
vides for max imum punishment of 
three years imprisonment and a 
fine of $2,000 for anyone convict­ 
ed of concealment, removal or 
mutilation of official files. 
No committee decision has been 
made as to 
a c t i o n 
against 
Schwartz. Harris emphasized, but 
added that “We are ex ploring this 
situation.” 
“It would seem,” he said, “that 
if there has been a violation of 
the law. the Justice Department 
would tak e action without being 
urged to do so.” 
Harris talk ed with a reporter 
before the opening of a hearing to 
which Schw'artz had been subpoe­ 
naed as a witness. 
Committee members said they

I was distressed the other day 
to learn that certain people are 
say ing the public has been led to 
believ e social security is a big 
bonanza. 
, 
The fact is that social security 
insurance, like other kinds 
in­ 
surance, is a v ery good business 
proposition for ev ery one. But it 
has nev er been presented to the 
public as "cheap” or a “ bargain. 
People who contribute will get out 
of social security , as a group, no 
more than they and their employ ­ 
ers hav e put into it (plus what 
those funds hav e earned in in­ 
terest.) 
Occasionally one of my friends 
points out to me that many peonle 
get more in social security bene­ 
fits than they hav e paid in tax es 
This is true. But if it worries y ou, 
let’s look for a moment at what 
insurance is. 
Insurance is a method of furn­ 
ishing financial protection against 
a possible loss. For ex ample, y ou 
get insurance protfcl’on against 
the loss of y our house by fire or 
windstorm, or against loss of y our 
car by theft or accident. The U.S. 
social security sy stem insures in­ 
div idual families against loss of 
earnings because of old - age, or 
death, or disability . 
In any kind of insurance some 
people will pay premiums longer 
than others. But y ou don’t con­ 
sider y ourself lucky if y ou’v e been 
pay ing fire insurance on a new 
house for only a couple of y ears 


and it burns to the ground. You 
aren’t lucky , because the insur­ 
ance will not replace y our house; 
it only pay s fw part of y our loss. 
The lucky people are those whose 
houses didn’t burn. 
A y oung woman came into our 
office the other day witii two chil­ 
dren at her side, stunned in her 
bereav ement. We were gl» l to re­ 
port bo her that because of her 
husband’s earnings and the social 
security tax es he and ms employ 
er had paid, she and the children 
would get $150 a month in social 
security pay ments for many y ears. 
These benefits will total a great 
deal more than had been paid in 
social security tax es. But I don’t 
think any one believ es that widow 
is getting a “ bargain.” She has 
lost her partner and lov ed one, 
the man upon whom she had relied 
for a lifetime 
of 
support 
and 
companionship. 
Social security is able to in­ 
demnify her only for a fraction 
of the money income she has lost 
But perhaps it will be enough to 
hold her home togeth.er. 
I 
am 
thankful we hav e an insurance 
program that will do that much 
Recently Mr. Albert C. Adams 
president of the National Associa 
lion of Life 
Underwriters, 
was 
quoted as follows: 
“ My first case was the most 
satisfy ing I’v e ev er had from the 
standpioint of real benefit to the 
policy holder’s family 
. . I sold 
this y oung fellow on Friday . He 
was killed the following Tuesday 
in an automobile accident. . . The 
family really needed the money 


. The $2,500 went a kmg way 
for them, and later other mem­ 
ber» of the family bought insur­ 
ance from me.” 
The satisfaction of pay ing an 
occasional claim when only nomi­ 
nal “ premiums” hav e been paid 
by the beneficiary is something 
we share with people in the pri­ 
v ate life insurance field. 
In the case of the widow whom 
we serv ed, we all realize that the 
social security pay ments she and 
her children 
will receiv e must 
come in large part from the so­ 
cial security tax es paid by and 
in behalf of the hundreds of y oung 
fathers who, happily , wiU not die 
while they hav e families to sup 
port — and who consider it the 
best bargain of 
all 
that 
their 
widows won’t hav e to claim those 
benefits. 
Social security , U.S. sty le, is no 
something-for-nothing bargain. 
It 
is a going concern, prov ed by 21 
y ears of operations, wherein work­ 
ing people, their employ ers, and 
recently the self-employ ed, pool a 
small percentage • of their income 
to prov ide a measure of protec­ 
tion for those whom catastrophe 
strikes —- the catastrophe of loss 
of earnings because of the bread 
winner’s death, or his disability 
or his retirement in old age. 
Today I’v e discussed 
whether 
it’s a “ bonanza” for the widow 
and children. Tomorrow I would 
like to rev iew with y ou whether 
social security is a “ bargain” or 
whether it’s a 
business 
propo­ 
sition 
in 
prov iding 
protection 
against the financial hazards of 
old age.

210,312 paid admissio ns. 
That might in­ 
dicate the po licy o f “ ev ery bo dy pay s to 
attend the Misso uri State Fair,” is subtle 
so phistry . 
So me v erbal heat was generated dur­ 
ing the hearing as facts and figures were 
presented by Jo nes fo r co mpariso n. Co m­ 
ments made by Jo hn Sam Williamso n, 
agriculture co mmissio ner, Rep. Milto n 
Ov erstreet, Pettis co unty , and o thers. 
During and after the hearing there 
was an atmo sphere o f bewilderment 
which 
newspaper and radio repo rters 
seemed unable to penetrate. 
The man they needed at the hearing 
was W. C. Erv in, secretary o f the Fair, 
who is co nv alescing fro m a majo r o p­ 
eratio n at his ho me o n the fairgro unds. 
In an interv iew with a Sedalia Demo crat 
repo rter. Erv in gav e a candid ex planatio n 
o f the attendance figures which indicate 
the audito r’s figures are co rrect mo ney - 
wise and that the attendance figures re­ 
leased fo r publicatio n were estimates, 
the latter fo llo wing a precedent started 
many y ears ago fo r publicity purpo ses. 


Cro wds go where cro wds are, hence the 
ex aggeratio n.. 
A similar ty pe o f ex aggeratio n abo ut 
the number o f subscribers they hav e, 
k used by so me newspapers to attract 
adv ertisers. The Sedalia Demo crat-Cap­ 
ital do es no t reso rt to this because itf 
circulatio n is regularly audited by the 
Audit Bureau o f Circulatio ns. 
v So me o f the wo rst ex aggerato rs are 
the^ radio and TV statio ns which e.sti- 
mate their listener and v iewer audiences 
o ut o f all pro po rtio n to reality . 
Like the practice o f the Misso uri State 
Fair abo ut attendance this may be co n­ 
sidered a stultificatio n o f ethics, but as 
Erv in say s: “ Thro ugho ut the entertain­ 
ment wo rld y o u will find repo rts o f at­ 
tendance figure.s hav e been ex aggerated 
. . . to get attendance figures, .so me fairs 
co unt their attendance to the v ario us 
sho ws, grandstand attractio ns and such, 
but they use them fo r publicity o nly . 
A big attendance figure o fttimes creates 
mo re interest.” 
Despite the co mmo n practice o f ex ag­ 
geratio n in the entertainment field, the 
public lakes attendance figures with a 
grain o f salt especially when they are 
serv ed with frankness as in the pre.sent 
instance. 
Hereafter when the Misso uri Stale Fair 
issues repo rts o n estimated attendance, 
newspaper edito rs may 'be impelled, in 
the interest o f mo ral principles^ to ap­ 
pend a no te: “ Subject to co nfirmatio n 
by the annual audit.”

WASHINGTON - High officials 
at the State Department and the 
Pentagon view the drifting deteri­ 
oration of strategic Indonesia with 
growing alarm . 
Indonesia, which ia comprised 
of ao million people oa very rich 
islands 
l^ing 
b etween 
Australia 
and Southeast A.sia, is tom b y 
reb ellion and intrigue. 
A group 
of 
dissident 
Army 
officers 
is 
threatening to estab lish a .separ­ 
ate repub lic. 
The central govern­ 
m ent exercises almost no control 
over large areas of its territory. 
Indonesia is emb roiled in a b itter 
argum ent with the Dutch ab out 
the status of Northern New Guinea, 
which each claims. And the Com­ 
munist Party seems to b e increas­ 
ing in strength since it was b rought 
into the government b y President 
Sukarno last year. 
It wa.<i this action of Sukarno’s 
that sharpened the misgivings al­ 
ready felt b y many American of­ 
ficials. 
Just al>out a year ago, 
Sukarno announced an end to wes­ 
tern style democratic rule. 
He 
propOsSed 
instead party coalition 
rule, and indicated the Communists 
would have representation in the 
government. 
He 
describ ed 
this 
new policy as “ guided dem ocracy.” 
Within a month violence'erupted 
in several of the islands of the 
repub lic. 
Later in the year, Su­ 
karno himself was shaken up when 
terrorists 
pitched 
grenades 
at 
him. 
Shortly after that the Indo­ 
nesian 
president 
announced 
he 
would spend much of his time vis­ 
iting neighb oring countries. 
John Allison, then the American 
am b assador to Jakarta, 
advised 
his 
State 
D epartm ent 
superiors 
that Sukarno still dominated the 
.scene; Sukarno’s departure after 
the Iwmb ' attack was not a re­ 
signation. 
It turned out that Allison’s read­ 
ing of the situation was correct. 
Sukarno still is the dominant per­ 
sonality. b ut the ab ility of his gov­ 
ernm ent to control it.s territory 
now is doub ted. Also, our officials 
doub t that Sukarno can control po­ 
litical trends in anything like the 
fashion he has said he could. 
Sukarno has talked with many 
-Americans, reporters and govern­ 
ment officials, b oth while here on 
a visit and in Jakarta. 
He ha.s 
always insisted he could b ust the 
Indonesian 
Communist 
Party at 
will. Sukarno is a spellb inder and 
that is the b asis of his ea.sy as­ 
surance. 
The huge majority of 


his pecó le, he has said, would re­ 
act against the Communists b e­ 
cause of their ^sociation 
with 
the unpopular Chinese minority. 
Allison apparently b ought thii 
line. 
His recent recall, according 
to the b est sources, shows our 
top officials are disenchanted. 
The recall of Allison has not 
solved the prob lem. The economy 
of the islands is shaky. The Indo­ 
nesians did nothing to help on 
that score b y seizing all transpor­ 
tation facilitie.s — and that m eans 
practically 
all 
facilities — still 
operated b y Dutch concerns. The 
seizure was intended to emphasize 
Indonesia’s exasperation with the 
Dutch 
for 
continuing 
to 
assert 
their right to half of New Guinea. 
Another 
complicating 
develop­ 
m ent is the upcoming visit to J a ­ 
karta of a Russian naval force. Our 
officials fear this visit will give 
additional 
prestige to the local 
Communists . 
Some of the reb ellious Army ele­ 
ments 
in 
Indonesia 
are 
openly 
anti-Communist. 
Rut our people 
are not sure these factions enjoy 
enough popular support to govern. 
One thing is clear; this area is 
so important Hhe Japanese decid­ 
ed on war when denied Indonesia 
oiP that it must b e kept from the 
Communists.

A corre.spondent writes that his 
wile has lx‘en sick for 25 year.s 
and he enclose.s a list of 17 doctors 
who have seen her. none of whom 
has found any cause for her ail­ 
ments. 
It Is almo.st inciedib le that the 
lady in question could have any 
.serious organic di.sea.se for such 
a long time without the discovery 
of the cause, or without consider­ 
ab le worsening. 
Hence one would 
suspect that she is a victim of 
what i.s called a neurosis. 
Tliis is 
defined as a functional disorder 
of the nervous sy.stem. 
It means 
that disease of the organs cannot 
b e found, b ut it does not neces­ 
sarily mean that the victim Is 
"healthy.” 
However, pliy-icians are in ag­ 
reement that a long lasting neuro- 
si.s of Ihi-s sort is extremely diffi­ 
cult to treat. 
It is characteristic 
for neurotic patients to go from 
physician to physician without any 
real improvement in the .syrnptom.s 
that b other them. 
A particular variety of neurosis 
i.s mentioned b y ;uiother corres- 
p« rid« mt, who .ays that her ilwtor 
teil.N her sin* has an “anxiety neu- 
ro .1.« '*

Mrs. 
Emmett Ellis, 
Warrens* 
bu rg, in a v ery interesting man­ 
ner, wov e together the highlights 
of the life of Bernard Baru ch. Am­ 
erican financier and statesman, 
Monday afternoon at Sorosis as 
she rev iewed two recent books on 
this u nu su al man. 
One book was 
written by Margaret Co it, noted 
biographer and the other by Ba­ 
ru ch himself. 
Baru ch had asked Margaret Coit 
to write his biography and she was 
v ery glad for the opportu nity . He 
let her hav e all of his memoirs, 
clippings, letters, ev ery thing and 
she spent fiv e y ears writing it. 
Tlie manu script, when completed 
Mrs. Ellis said, weighed 16 pou nds 
and had a half-million words. The 
biographer sent it to Baru ch lor 
reading and the checking of facts. 
When he retu rned it to her, he had 
taken ou t his memoirs and had 
changed so many things that she 
had to re-write it completely and 
that took another y ear. Ju st what 
the trou ble was neither of them 
said. Mrs. Ellis told the grou p, 
bu t it mu st hav e been that he did 
not like Margaret Coit’s interpre­ 
tation of some things. 
The story by Margaret Coit be 
gan with a boy of 14 in Charleston. 
S. C., looking down on the ru ins 
of a town wrecked by the Civ il 
War and forming a hatred for war. 
The boy was Woodrow Wilson. At 
that same time in Camden, S. C., 
a son had ju st been born to Belle 
Baru ch, wife of Dr. Simon Baru ch. 
He was named Bernard Manness 
Baru ch. 
Belle Baru ch was a dau ghter of 
a wealthy family of the Old Sou th 
and had nev er ev en dressed her 
self u ntil she went to Camden as 
a bride, becau se her family owned 
slav es. Bu t she was equ al to be­ 
ing the wife of a poor doctor, for 
all in Camden were poor, and ad­ 
ju sted to her new way of life 
easily . 
Dr. Baru ch came to this cou n­ 
try from Pru ssia at 15 to escape 
compu lsory military training in 
Germany and went to the home of 
Manness Bau ms in Camden to 
liv e. 
He worked first in a gen­ 
eral store bu t the Bau ms saw he 
was ex ceedingly brilliant and so 
sent him to medical school. 
He 
was gradu ated from the medical 
school and went immediately into 
military serv ice in the Confeder­ 
ate Army . 
Bernard, one of fou r sons in the 
Baru ch family , had a happy child­ 
hood, and it didn’t make any dif­ 
ference that he was Jewish u ntil 
he was 11 y ears old and the fam­ 
ily mov ed to New York City , be­ 
cau se the father felt there were 
better adv antages there for his 
sons. Here Bernard was giv en a 
rou gh time by other boy s ju st be­ 
cau se he was a Jew, and he learn­ 
ed that here there was no u se to 
hav e a brain u nless y ou had an 
edu cated fist as well. 
H e had-a better backgrou nd 
any of the boy s who tau nted him. 
His mother’s ancestors came to 
this cou ntry in 1690 and were of 
a fine sou thern lineage and he 
learned, when he went to Germany 
on a v isit, the Baru ch genealogy 
w'as inscribed on a hu man sku ll, 
which he fou nd in the back of a 
closet, in Hebrew. German and 
other langu ages and the he came 
from a line of Hebrew priests. 
His father had said, thou gh, it 
is more important to know where 
y ou ’re going than where y ou came 
from. 
At 15, Bernard, six feet tall, 
wearing his father’s cu t-ov er su its, 


entered college and was allowed 
25 cents a week for spending mon­ 
ey u ntil he was a senior, then he 
receiv ed 30 cents a week. He was 
a good stu dent hu t didn’t make the 
best grades. 
He was an athlete, 
was a fav orite with ev ery one, had 
ev ery thing to get him into a fra­ 
ternity bu t was passed u p becau se 
of his religion. 
He told his father he was going 
to be a doctor, and his father, 
who was one of the best of doc­ 
tors, said: “Unless y ou are going 
to be a doctor for the sole pu rpose 
of helping hu manity , don’t do it.” 
So he didn't. 
In this era that Baru ch was go­ 
ing into, money was power and 
corru ption was ev ery where. 
He 
got a job for $3 a week as a ru n­ 
ner for a v ery respectable firm in 
Wall Street and he was sent on an 
errand to the Hou se of Morgan, 
Scarcely 50 people knew Morgan 
personally , and Baru ch, at 19, saw 
his face and felt all the power of 
this man. 
He wou ld like to work 
for Morgan bu t was barred be­ 
cau se he was a Jew. 
Baru ch de­ 
cided it wou ld be fine to hav e 
money and power, and he had a 
great ability for absorption. 
He 
satu rated himself with indu strial 
knowledge. 
He stu died ev ery in­ 
du stry , what its produ cts were, the 
demand for them, whether there 
wou ld be a continu ed demand, 
flu ctu ation, the people who were 
at the top of each indu stry . 
And 
learning so completely abou t all 
indu stries, he was able to specu ­ 
late and make money . 
A specu lator, he said, is one 
who plans and thinks for a fu tu re 
ev ent and acts before it happens. 
He had his own office on Wall 


Street and alway s operated alone 
becau se he didn’t want any body 
else to lose in case he was wrong. 
He met and married Miss Annie 
Griffin, a member of an old and 
prominent family . 
They had a 
long cou rtship of sev eral y ears. 
Her father opposed the marriage 
becau se he felt it wou ldn’t work 
ou t. 
They thou ght it wou ld and 
it did. They had a fu ll Episcopal 
serv ice performed by her grand­ 
father. 
Tliey had three children, 
two girls. Belle and Rena, and one 
son. Bernard Jr.. 
The dau ghters 
followed their mother’s religion, 
the son his father’s, bu t the slights 
toward his girls when they were 
barred from organizations their 
mother had belonged to. hu rt him. 
He tried to make u p to his wife 
and 
dau ghters by giv ing them 
ev ery thing. 
When 
Baru ch made 
his first 
million, he went prou dly to his 
father to tell him. 
Dr. Baru ch 
said: “Well, son, what good are 
y ou going to do with it?” 
One thing he did was to fix his 


father financially so he wou ld not 
hav e to bother abou t making a 
liv ing bu t cou ld go on with his 
research. He helped many people 
and ev en went to the assistance 
of the great Morgan with a mil­ 
lion dollars when he needed it. 
He bu ilt hospitals, schools and has 
done many charitable things. 
A Democrat by inheritance, Ba­ 
ru ch became a Democrat by con­ 
v iction 
when 
Woodrow 
Wilson 
made the fight against social snob­ 
bery . In World War I, he became 
the most powerfu l man in America 
ou tside the Presidents. 
He knew 
indu stry , spoke the langu age of 
the indu strialists, and was called 
on to mobilize indu stry for war. 
He did, appointed his own com 
mittee of capital and labor, and 
perhaps no other American sacri­ 
ficed as mu ch. 
He paid his own 
employ ees and, when the cou ntry 
had to hav e money , bou ght fiv e 
million dollars worth of bonds. 
He emerged as key man in the 
Wilson era. 
He refu sed to enter 
politics. 
He nev er got angry in 


pu blic and nev er criticized a Presi­ 
dent. 
A President has too big a 
job to be criticized by any body , 
he said. He has been a friend and 
adv isor of all the Presidents of 
both parties. 
He clashed at first 
with Franklin Roosev elt. He cou ld 
not see a halo ov er Roosev elt’s 
head. 
Bu t later 
they 
became 
close friends. 
He was a great admirer of Tru ­ 
man. 
Helped financially to get 
him the Senate seat and later Vice 
Presidency , bu t when Baru ch re­ 
fu sed to be Democratic chairman, 
he got one of those Tru man let­ 
ters. 
Nev ertheless, he continu ed 
to su pport Tru man, and they later 
ironed things ou t. 
He refu sed a requ est by Lenin 
to organize Ru ssian indu stry ex ­ 
cept u nder certain conditions, and 
ater Stalin wanted him to do for 
Ru ssia in peace what he had done 
in war by organizing indu stry , bu t
